Brotman Hall was illuminated by 
about 600 candlelit paper bags yester- 
day as students gathered for a candle- 
light vigil in memoriam of those im- 
pacted by suicide. 

The Cal State Long Beach candle- 
light vigil was hosted by Project 
OCEAN (On Campus Emergency As- 
sistance Network), whose mission is to 
promote suicide prevention and elimi- 
nate stigmas attached to mental illness. 


An estimated 1,100 American col- 
lege students commit suicide every 
year while many students suffering 
from depression silently contemplate 
suicide, according to Nancy Trinh, a 
peer educator for Project OCEAN. 

Volunteers passed out paper bags on 
which attendees could write personal 
messages that promoted support, love 
and community awareness. 

When the sun set around 6:30 p.m., 
the luminous bags brightened and 
spelled out the word “HOPE,” and at- 
tendees held a moment of silence in 
respect of suicide victims. 

This year marks the first time that 
multiple California college campuses 
held a candlelight vigil at the same time. 

San Jose State University organized

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Kinesiology department looks 
for space for biomechanics lab 


Students say a 
hands-on lab would 
change their learning 
experience.

Kinesiology students and faculty are 
looking for a biomechanics lab space 


on campus after having gone without . 


one for more than two years. 

Budget constraints over the past few 
years have prevented the kinesiology 
department from purchasing new equip- 
ment and technologies, according to 
kinesiology professor Jill Crussemeyer. 

According to Kenneth Millar, dean 
of the College of Health and Human 
Sciences, the department has been 
looking for potential space for a biome- 
chanics lab for some time. 

“We have three very talented young 
biomechanics faculty, and we don’t 
have a lab,” Millar said. 

Biomechanics is a rapidly growing ki- 
nesiology field dealing with the science of 
movement, according to Millar. He said 
biomechanics requires sophisticated equip- 
ment such as force plates beneath floors as 
well as cameras to look at movement. 

Many kinesiology students, like 
graduate student and kinesiology major 
Brianne Borgia, said they have felt the 
effects of the department’s lacking a 
biomechanics lab. 

“T’m a hands-on learner, so I would 


really enjoy having a lab,” Borgia said. 
“This is my [graduate] class, so if I 
had hands-on experience in the past, it 
would have made a difference.” 

Denysia O’Connel, facilities coordi- 
nator for CHHS, said creating a biome- 
chanics lab for the kinesiology depart- 
ment is imperative. 

Biomechanics is a core course for 
all kinesiology majors, according to 
Crussemeyer. She said students should 
have the opportunity for experiential 
learning, — which 
can be accom- 
plished in a labora- 
tory environment. 

The kinesiology 
department is con- 
sidering a space in 
the Design building 
for a potential lab; 
they had previously 
looked into using a

opportunities,” Ho said. “We could be 
learning so much more that would make 
us extremely marketable and ‘danger- 
ous’ in our field.” 

Ho also said that without a lab, profes- 
sors must be creative to work around the 
lack of equipment and space. She said 
professors often ask other departments 
to use their equipment, which leads to 
scheduling conflicts. 

“So we either use the equipment we 
have, which from a research position is 
way less accurate 
than what we could 
do in a lab, or move 
forward in our ex- 
periments without 
the equipment that 
may better inform 
us,” Ho said. 

Jeanne Huynh, 
a senior kinesiol- 
ogy major, said a

The room in the Design building, un- 
like the Kinesiology building’s room, is 
air-conditioned and the cost to renovate 
the room might be considerably less, 
Millar said. 

Biomechanics teaching associate 
and graduate student Rachel Ho said 
via email that not having a biomechan- 
ics lab affects her learning process as 
well as her work on her thesis. 

“Without the space to really practice 
biomechanics in a tangible way, every- 
one is losing out on some real learning

chanics] and apply it,” Huynh said. 

Ho said she would like to have a bio- 
mechanics lab so that Cal State Long 
Beach can remain competitive with 
other universities at conferences as well. 

“Each time I go [to a conference], I 
know that my data may not be as accurate 
or as well exploited as data that may be 
coming out of labs at other universities 
who have biomechanics labs they can ac- 
cess,” she said. “I want to be representing 
[CSULB] knowing that my university has 
equipped me to represent them.”

of suicide victims on its campus last 
fall and wanted to unify the event 
throughout California college cam- 
puses by holding the vigil at the same 
time and date this year. 

The vigil brought together 19 Cali- 
fornia college campuses, as students 
and community supporters gathered 
to light electric candles and spread a 
message of hope. 

“Most people will go through a 
mental health issue in their life, and 
college students are often vulner- 
able from transitioning, being away 
from home,” said Jennifer Young, 
a CSULB counselor and Project 
OCEAN coordinator. 

Participants at the event included 
students, faculty and members from 
the Long Beach community, as the 
event was open to all. 

Some who attended the event were 
survivors of suicide and placed illu- 
minated bags along the fountain wall 
in memory of their personal struggle. 

Kris Schweitzer, a junior art ma- 
jor, said he lost his sister to suicide in 
August 2012 and felt a new sense of 
community support from the event. 

“It’s strange to be here because I’m 
in this situation as a survivor of sui- 
cide and never thought I’d be in this 
situation,” Schweitzer said. “I feel 


this event shows support and out- 
reach for students in my situation.” 

Planning for the event began in 
July, and the event was state funded 
by CalMHSA (California Mental 
Health Services Authority) through 
Proposition 63. 

Some participants at the event 
voiced how the vigil was important 
in providing students with resources. 

“A lot of people are suffering, and 
this event is showing students a lot 
of resources available on campus,” 
Gwen Policarpio, a senior commu- 
nity health science major, said. 

Four mental health and suicide 
awareness support booths with infor- 
mational pamphlets were available at 
the event, including Counseling and 
Psychological Services, the Suicide 
Prevention Center, “Active Minds” 
club and Del Amo Hospital. 

Volunteers at the event included 
various fraternity organizations, uni- 
versity students and Project OCEAN 
members. 

“Life is tough sometimes and little 
things like this make a difference,” 
Tony Tran, a volunteer and senior 
health science major, said. 

The inspirational messages on the 
bag included one from Schweitzer to 
his sister, who had a passion for mu- 
sic. 

“You are my light but you shine 
bright in the night,” Schweitzer’s 
message said.

Democrats reject offer to 
reopen parts of government 


WASHINGTON, D.C. — National 
parks and monuments closed and hun- 
dreds of thousands of federal employ- 
ees began an unpaid furlough Tues- 
day, with no end in sight of the first 
government shutdown in 17 years. 

President Barack Obama accused 
Republicans in the House of Represen- 
tatives of forcing the partial government 
shutdown because of their “ideologi- 
cal crusade” to stop the new Afford- 
able Care Act from taking full effect as 
scheduled Tuesday. Republicans coun- 
tered that they have been trying to keep 
the government open but that the Demo- 
crats refuse to negotiate at all over any 
change to the health care law. 

Obama said he was willing to nego- 
tiate ona range of issues but not un- 


der threat of repeal of a law enacted 
in 2010, upheld by the Supreme Court 
and debated in a 2012 election that he 
won over a Republican who wanted to 
repeal the law. 

He warned that the shutdown, which 
has furloughed an estimated 800,000 
federal workers, could hurt a still fragile 
economy. 

“That’s not how adults operate,” he 
said. “Certainly that’s not how our gov- 
ernment should operate.” 

Looking to ease the pain of the 
shutdown — or the political fallout — 
the Republican House offered its new- 
est proposal, this one a series of three 
votes to restore spending for three 
popular areas: the Department of Vet- 
erans Affairs, the District of Columbia 
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with its landmark monuments and the 
National Park Service. 

“That’s a reasonable, productive 
way to move forward,” Sen. David 
Vitter, R-La., said during an outdoor 
news conference with House and Sen- 
ate Republicans. 

Senate Democrats insisted on an 
all-or-nothing approach to reopening 
the government. 

Senate Majority Leader Harry Reid, 
D-Nev., dismissed the House proposals 
as “just another wacky idea from the 
tea party-driven Republicans” and an 
effort to “cherry pick some of the few 
parts of government that they like.” 

The White House said it would veto 
any partial restoration of government 
funding. 

“The president and the Senate have 
been clear that they won’t accept this 
kind of game-playing, and if these bills 
were to come to the president’s desk 
he would veto them,’ White House 
spokeswoman Amy Brundage said. 

White House press secretary Jay 
Carney said a “piecemeal approach to 
funding the government is not a seri- 
ous approach.” 

At the Capitol, congressional Demo- 
crats and Republicans worked to blame 
each other for the standoff. The Demo- 
cratic National Committee created a 
website and the hashtag GOPShutdown; 
House Speaker John Boehner, R-Ohio, 
penned an editorial in USA Today argu- 
ing that Obama has refused to negotiate. 

The Senate returned to business at 
9:30 a.m. Tuesday and promptly killed 
the House Republicans’ previous pro- 
posal — a midnight call for a confer- 
ence committee of representatives and 
senators to negotiate their way out of 
the shutdown. The chamber rejected 
the idea on a party-line 54-46 vote, put- 
ting the ball back in the House’s court.

The first Cal State Long Beach club 
dedicated to healthy and sustainable 
living has sprouted on campus this se- 
mester. 

Students for Sustainable Health 
(SSH) is a new club led by a group of 
five nutrition students eager to show 
others the benefits of environmentally 
conscious eating and living habits. 

Senior nutrition major and SSH 
Vice President Rachel Ferry said the 
club held its first meeting last week, 
where they discussed current issues, 
including social justice and biodi- 
versity, as well as how to minimize 
waste and implement environmental 
change. : 

Ferry said SSH strives to teach stu- 
dents about sustainable living habits 
with home gardening techniques, 
minimizing food waste and purchas- 
ing locally grown food. SSH also aims 
to establish relationships with like- 
minded organizations within the com- 
munity by attending events like SoCal 
Harvest. 

The club’s goal is also to bridge the 
gap between the farmers and the food 
on grocery shelves by teaching students 
about purchasing locally harvested 
food, she said. 


“[SSH] can serve to improve the 
health of the CSULB community, as 
well as the larger Long Beach commu- 
nity,” Ferry said. “By fostering a com- 
munity of like-minded and driven indi- 
viduals, we can help create the change 
we would like to see.” 

SSH’s upcoming events include 
hosting a booth and film screening 
at this year’s “Living Well @ the 
Beach” event on Oct. 14, as well as 
volunteering at the SoCal Harvest on 
Oct. 20. 

One of the first projects SSH hopes 
to accomplish by the semester’s end 
is to turn Puvungna, the Gabrielino- 
Tongva burial site on campus, into a 
community gardening plot. 

The club is working on this project 
with Associated Students Inc. Senator 
for the College of Health and Human 
Services Allyson Roach, according to 
Christine Meier, senior nutrition major 
and president of SSH. 

Meier said that by having a com- 
munity garden on campus, students 
at the university will have a hands-on 
experience in farming and will build a 
personal relationship with food. 

“People are disconnected from their 
food and how it can affect their com- 
munity,” Meier said. 

The club said they also hope to invite 
a local restaurant to one of their future 
meetings as a way of teaching students 
how to prepare sustainable healthy 
foods, according to Shelby Yaceczko, 
senior nutrition major and SSH secre- 
tary.

An open forum was held Mon- 
day in The Pointe at the Walter 
Pyramid to discuss what quali- 
ties students and faculty want 
to see in Cal State Long Beach’s 
next president. 

At the forum, attendees were 
able to address the Trustees’ 
Committee for the Selection of the 

Presi- 

dent

the President (ACTCSP). 

“We are here to listen intently 
to your thoughts, your aspira- 
tions and your worries,” Cal 
State University Chancellor 
Timothy P. White said. “Our task 
here is to find the best, not to 
find the best possible.” 

According to CSU Spokes- 
man Mike Uhlenkamp, Monday’s 
forum was the only scheduled 
open meeting in the presidential 
search process. 

Since Monday’s forum only 
featured approximately 40 
students and faculty, the CSU 
should schedule more open meet- 
ings. 

Expecting much of the campus 


community to come to a 10 a.m 
forum on a Monday to voice its opinion is somewhat inconsiderate. 
With work and classes, many interested students and faculty 
were likely not able to attend the meeting, and to deprive those 
interested in attending an open forum is unfair. 
The number of people who attended the first forum cannot ad- 


equately represent the desires of the entire 35,000-member campus. 


For more opinions to be heard, more forums need to be held. 
Although Interim Provost and Senior Vice President for 


Academic Affairs David Dowell sent out a campus-wide 
email about the forum, there’s also a chance that students still 
weren’t aware of it. 

Perhaps a multi-million dollar organization like Associated 
Students Inc. could help publicize the issue. 

As it did with Proposition 30, ASI officials could help to inform 
students about the presidential search and advocate for future 
public forums. 

The lack of more scheduled public forums adds to the problems 


of the closed presidential search process. 

We agree that students and faculty shouldn’t have the right to 
directly select the president. 

We do, however, believe our voices should be heard in more than 
just one open forum. 

Although we applaud the CSU for holding Monday’s forum, we 
don’t think one is enough. 

In order to satisfy the diversity and variety of opinions’on cam- 
pus, there need to be multiple forums at more convenient times.

Republicans should be blamed for recent government shutdown 


After political bickering and fighting failed 
to yield a new budget proposal, parts of the U.S. 
government shut down Tuesday at midnight. 

As a result of the shutdown, National 
monuments like the Statue of Liberty and the 
Lincoln Memorial were closed, according to 
the Los Angeles Times. ‘ 

In addition, more than 800,000 federal workers 
could be affected by the recent political impasse, 
according to the New York Times. 

“It does cast'a very significant pall over 
America’s credibility with our-allies when 
this kind of thing happens;” Secretary of De- 
fense Chuck Hagel told the New York Times.

For some, art is a form of empower- 
ment. It transcends both time and cir- 
cumstance, providing bridges of com- 
munication through creativity. 

Artists at Arts & Services for Dis- 
abled, Inc. (ASD) are an inspiring ex- 
ample of this capacity. 

Chief Executive Officer of ASD and 
Cal State Long Beach alumna Helen 
Dolas began the non-profit organiza- 
tion in 1982. She said her mission was 
“to provide life-long learning, com- 
munity service and career opportuni- 
ties through the creative arts for people 
with disabilities in an environment of 
warmth, encouragement and respect.” 

Dolas said that art can be powerfully 
influential. 

“Music therapy [alone] could be 
powerful but imagine all the creative 
arts combined,” Dolas said. 

Through a variety of workshops, 
ASD students are engaged in creative 
media ranging from painting, print- 
making, sculpting and drawing to 
movement, music and radio production. 

ASD employees collaborate with lo- 
cal volunteers, including many CSULB 
students, to help artists build memory 
and cognitive ability, as well as com- 


munication skills and self-esteem. 

ASD Program Director and CSULB 
art education alumnus Colin Carri said 
ASD artists also learn to participate in 
their community through active perfor- 
mances, installations and sales of their art 
through the organization’s “Go!” Store. 

ASD students earn 50 percent of sales 
from their art and the remaining pro- 
vides funding for exhibits such as a new 
mural ASD students recently installed 
on the walls of a clinic at the Commu- 
nity Hospital Long Beach, according 
to Carri. 

“There [are] no hang- 
ups in personality 
or attitude in this 
population, just a

that is so often missed in the larger sec- 
tor of society,” Carri, who originally vol- 
unteered at ASD to fulfill requirements 
for a class, said. 

Carri’s professor, Carlos Silveira 
of the CSULB art department, said 
that the 10-year partnership between 
CSULB and ASD has both solidified 
the organization within the community 

and provided an invaluable 
w_ learning experience for 
| __ his students. 


“Art can be a wonderful instrument 
to empower a community ... and it helps 
students see the whole perspective of 
what art can do,” Silveira said. 

Dolas, a recipient of the Arts Coun- 
cil for Long Beach 2013 Distinguished 
Arts Leader Award, said her organiza- 
tion’s motto is “love before learning.” 

“When an individual is fully accept- 
ed and respected with dignity, when 
they are given that human right to envi- 
sion a life of quality and share that life 
with others — the doors to learning fly 
open,” Dolas said.
